Llto sails from Athens each 
morning at 8:30 for the blue 
sky. blue sea island of My- 
konos, five hours across the 
warm Aegean Sea.

Greece is inexpensive, 
thank heavens. I needed fi­ 
nancial rest. Trailing three 
adults and two children 
across Kurope is rough no 
matter how cool you play 
it. I've been bleeding shil­ 
lings and lire, francs and 
Westmarks. But in Greece 
1 begin to get well.

On Mykonos, the new Ho­ 
tel Sphroditi's hishest price 
is $17 a day for two. That's 
a balconied, seaview room 
including ALL meals.

Good beach. No coral No 
seaweed. No surf. Sand bot­ 
tom. Blue water at "0 de­ 
grees.

Food is fair to good. The 
Greek Tourist Office puts a 
ceiling on hotel rooms — 
cut 20 per cent this year. So 
hotels make it up by getti. g 
more on the extras: liquor, 
laundry, subs on the menu. 

Guests arc mainly Greeks. 
French and Germans (Big 
day last week: who should 
dron by but Jackie Ken­ 
nedy. But she only audition­ 
ed the bathroom tand it's 
not the Ritz. Fritz) and took 
off again.

You can step down that 
room price considerably. I 
talked to a young English­ 
man on the sjiorts. He had a 
no-view, single room without 
meals for $1.50!

But are they good? I 
just don't know. The salrs 
people start off with one 
price and come down alarm­ 
ingly — like SI00 and $200 
This kind of pricing scares 
me.

I bough a 9x9 long-wooled 
sheepskin rug, weight 2(10 
pounds, on Myhonos for S50 
Gold ornaments looked good 
and well - priced. Mykonos- 
made fabric in dresses were 
handsome and priced about 
$10.

Everybody buys "worry 
beads'' — a wrist-size cir 
cle of colored beads on 
leather thong. The Greeks 
must worry a lot for the> 
sell these in stores, cigarette 
stands, everywhere you 
look. You can wear them 
or just play with them. You! 
see longshoremen on thei 
docks swinging worry beads. | 
And worrying, I suppose.

I bought one of those fore- 
and-aft Russian fur hats. 
The temperature was 90 de­ 
grees, but the price was only 
$2.50 so I had to have it 
Saw some nice, dangly Rv- 
zantine earrings at a dollar 
or two Saw a lot of junk* 
stuff, too. You have to shop 
around.

Plans were announced to­ 
day for a health screening 
day offering Torrancc sen­ 
ior citizens a series of diag­ 
nostic health tests at prac­ 
tically no cost The event is 
scheduled for Wednesday. 
Sept. II. at the Torrance 
Recreation Center, 3341 Tor­ 
rance Blvd.

Under the supervision of 
local physicians who are do­ 
nating their services, per­ 
sons over 30 years of age 
will be tested for glaucoma, 
diabetes, blood pressure ir­ 
regularities and respiratory 
problems. A one dollar do­ 
nation will be requested to 
cover the cost of materials 
used.

Mrs. Lillian Whitcombe. 
chairman of the sponsoring 
Torrance Committee on Ag­ 
ing, reports that the health 
screening day. the second 
this year, was scheduled as 
a result of the overwhelm­ 
ing response to one conduct­ 
ed last January when peo­ 
ple had to be turned away.

"ONLY TIIOSK persons 
who pre-register will be eli­ 
gible for testing this time." 
she said Sign-ups will be 
taken daily, beginning Aug.

The big cost is air fares — j 
Greece is a long way. But; 
by using excursion and GIT 
fares, the low costs may bo 
a bargain for kids or thej 
carriage trade Write the 
Greece National Tourist Or 
ganlzation. 601 Fifth Ave­ 
nue, New York CMty. Ask 
for folders and prices on the 
Greek Islands. (They told 
me they can prove three 
weeks in Greece is cheaper 
than the same time in the 
Caribbean Even with the 
difference in air fares.)

Friends of mine there 
drink the water. So I did. 
too. Best thing I found in 
Greece was Greek salad — 
ask for it in English and 
everybody understands. It's 
tomatoes and cucumbers in 
oil and vingear, topped with 
bitter black olives and 
chunks of biting white 
cheese.

Tipping is curious. Tip 15 
per cent to the waiter — 
leaving it on the plate. Then 
leave two or three per cent 
for the bus boy. Uavc it 
on the table cloth. In resort 

yjJJ hotels like the Aphroditi. tip 
at the end of your stay.
